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In connection with the Holy Year the Pope held an audience with emigre delegates 
from Communist overrun countries. He greeted the delegates of almost every country 
in their own language, and when he came to the Croats he consulted with the Ustasha 
priest, Kunoslav DRAGANOVIC, as to whether they should he spoken to in Gem an or 
Italian. Draganovic determinedly suggested German, which was the language used. 

This aroused protests among the priest, Jesih, and his group which is pro-Italian and 
pro-Macik. The Vatican radio announced each group and when the time came to announce 
the hymns of the Croats, the radio was disconnected. Croat polit leans demanded an 
explanation and were told that announcing the Croat political emigration at this time 
would harm the negotiations between the Church and Tito. 
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
